Now for to rerurne to the ordering of the E , yournuſt 
i ynderſtand thatthe Lewisof Bauareaſſembled a generall 
councell at Francford: in which aſſemblie it was by the princes or- 
RE who had the morepart of the EleQors voi» 
Carton rep taſhleatapater homglibes 
me ertoreigne and ruleas k 

wertiebwOty the = abetiodkerts had been, Nei- 
ther ſhouldir conſiſt in the will ofthe Pope to allow or difalow of 
him any more at his pleaſure: for that papall authoritiero make or 
confirme Emperors is not due by any law of God, nor by the decrecs 
ef ancient Fathers, but by their owne vſurpings and perſwafions, & 
by the motions of certaine their praiſes, Yetheerewith it was de» 
creed, that immediatly when an Emiperour was choſen, hee ſhou'd 
ſtraight way giuenotice to the Biſhop ofRome, declaring how hee 
Gods grace and in due forte , eleed as right and lawfull 
, that he wasa chriſhan and worthie that Office , wherfore 


E 
he the Popethac it would pleaſe him to confirme himin the 


Empire. And if by chance the Pope gain-ſaid him this without tut 
cauſe & occaſion, thenthe Emperor eleted mi hr receine his crow- 
ningatthehandsofany Chriſtian biſhop. Anſbeetle wee may the 
betrer ſeenor only this decree to be the firſt that rooke this authori= 
tie from the Pope, which ſomeholde to belong to him of necesfiric: 
let ysconfider who crowned the Emperors of Conſlatinople? who 
thoſe that were in Italy before Charlemainge? who thoſe that were 
Heathen before Conſtantine? None of theſe were crowned by the 
pope,and yet they were E of moſt grear authority and molt 

worthy and mightie princes : as in the Hiſtories wee may read, 
Charlesthefourth ordeined and added afterward many lawes & 
decrees both worthy memory and profitable:eſpecially he __ 
tries 


that when ſoeuer the Erpperor ſhould ſit in his ſeat of maieſlie ,/the 


Archbiſhop of Treuersas his great Chauncellor of the low i 
ſhould fit right" oner againſt him, the Archbiſhop of Magunce, as

derthe Empyre: on the Jef hand of the ſaide Duke thouide goe the 
Marqueſle of Brandenburg with the Imperiall Scepter in lus hand, 
andatter followed the Emperors maieſtic hum ſelf. o 

And now mee thinks I haue declared ſufficiemlye how the Ro» 
main Empyre cameto the hands of the Germanes and how the de> 
crees touching the ab were ordeincd: Andas it hathalſo been 
ſpoken before, the Duchie of Orhen, Sauoy, & the Rea!me of Arle, 
abode 1n the handes of theGermanes, when the male iſſuc of Chats 
lemaigne failed. T he French ſince that,prereded theretoa title,and 
would by force haue recoucred & holden the Empire in their hands, 

- anouching that from Charlemainge the Empire was diſcended vnto 
them: & they conſideregnor, that ; uy; kk re y Das 
tion a Germane, and hus fucceſlors had held Fraunce together with 
Germany vnitedand yader the Empyre,& that Charlemainge made 
alwares hisabode in Ger . But the Germans chole (aftertheline 

- faled)the nughtie Dukeof Saxony Otho the firſt, who by hivyalor 
and (wordekept ſtill the Empyre in Germanie, andrecouered again 
many prounces beyonde Rhee, as Loraine, thecheife Citties of 
whichns Metz Brabant and Burgonie, and ſubdued mn ItalytheBere- 
garjj that would by force haue made a king of Romances. Hee reſto- 
red moreouer tothe Empyre Sicilie, Calabria, Apuliaand Lombar. 
die, He had in his emcerpriles ſo great vitories,that he was called O- 
tho the great, andaboue all the yiRorious batrels thathe made, that 
which he had in a great plaine neerto Au ſta is moſtworthy of re- 

branee, where he diſcomfitedthe army garia 
confi, and treed Germany fromthat heathenuſh-peap 
loogtune vexedand fpoyled them,  #FINIS, |; 
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
